FUNDS TO IMPROVE IP”

Admiral Tells Congressmen 
Request for $4,000,000 Is

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP), — 
Admiral] Harold R. Stark told Con- 
gress today that the navy is seek- 
ing $4,000,000 to carry out much of 
the proposed improvement pro-

Stark, chief of naval operations, 
said the request for the funds had 
been included in the budget for 
the Fourteenth Naval District — 
the Hawaiian area—and explained 
that procedure was adopted  be- 
cause the navy did not need any 
congressional authorization for 
work in that. district. 

“We want you gentlemen to know 
exactly why we-did it that way,” 
Stark said, “there was absolutely 
no intention of trying to cover it 
up.” 

Chiefly for Dredging. 

The work proposed, Stark said 
is chiefly dredging for “under-wa- 
ter runways” in construction of 
breakwaters. The project defeated

“Motive in the long run is what 
eounts — motive accompanied by 
good manners,” he said. “If lead- 
ers have good motives and good 
manners and, at the same time, 
knowledge of the different parts 
of the country and plenty of ex- 
perience, you can be fairly safe in 
assuming that they won't wreck 
your government.” 

Two of his top-ranking support- 
ers, Secretary of Agriculture Henry 
A. Wallace, in a speech at Des 
Moines, and Attorney-General Des- 
fignate Robert H. Jackson, in a 
speech at Cleveland, were not 80 
non-partisan. Both declared for a 
third term for Roosevelt but 
added that if he would not con- 
gent to take the nomination, the 
Democratic party, to be successful, 
must pledge itself rough its plat- 
form and nominee to continue the 
liberal program of the New Deal. 

In general terms, the President 
defended the seven-year record of 
the New Deal for its “great gains at 
home in our economic prosperity 
and in the security of our individual 
citizens,” and then added: 

“These gains must not be chipped 
away; they must be only a founda- 
tion on which to build further 
gains. 

Creation of New Spirit. 

“Behind us lies a really big job. 
Tt was a creation out of the funk— 
the pure unadulterated funk—of 
the early thirties of a new spirit 
with which we can now face the 
forties.” 

The Washington dinner, one of 
about 50 given throughout the coun- 
try to raise funds to wipe out the 
$219,000 deficit of the Democratic 
National Committee, was marked 
by a joviality that was missing in 
dinners of previous years. James A. 
Farley, Postmaster-General and 
Democratic national chairman, set 
the tempo when he addressed the 
diners as “fellow candidates.” Mr. 
Roosevelt continued the good-na- 
tured horseplay, which included the 
booing of Senator Carl A. Hatch of 
New Mexico, author of the stringent 
law to prevent Federal employes 
from active participation in politi- 
eal campaigns. 

Vice-President Garner, the only 
Democrat who has announced he 
is seeking the presidential nomina- 
tion regardless of Roosevelt 
plans, was given lusty ovations 
when he took his seat at the head 
table and when he was presented 
to the gathering after the Presi- 
dent’s speech. He declined to 
speak. Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull also was greeted with pro- 
longed cheers when he entered the 
hall and when he was introduced 
as a distinguished guest. 

Gibes at Republicans. 

The President was in top’ histri- 
onic form. He was a combination 
of Maurice Evans and Irvin S&S. 
Cobb and obviously enjoyed ribbing 
the congressional Republican lead- 
ers—Senators Charles L. McNary 
of Oregon, Warren R. Austin of 
Vermont and Representative Jo- 
seph W. Martin Jr. of Massachu- 
setts—for sending “polite regrets” 
declining the invitations to attend 
the Democratic celebration. He 
began his address by telling this 
story: 

“Once upon a time there was a 
school teacher who, after describ- 
ing heaven in alluring and golden 
terms, asked her class of small boys 
how many of them-wanted to go to 
heaven. With eyes that sparkled 
at the thought, every small boy in 
the class held up his hand except 
one. 

“Teacher said, ‘Charlie, Charlie 
McNary, you don’t want to go to 
heaven? Why not?’ 

“*Teacher—sure, I want to go to 
heaven, but,” he said, pointing to 
the rest of the boys in the room— 
‘not with that bunch.’ ” 


“A Self-Made Riddle.” 

Although no seats had been left 
vacant because of the Republican 
declinations, the President applied 
this story to “three empty chairs” 
and jocularly insisted that the ab- 
sence of the Republican leaders was 
one of the riddles of the capital.

Not Wholly Non-Partisan. 

The speech was not wholly non- 
partisan, although the President 
described i. as one of “old-fashioned 
philosophy, with little or no par- 
tisanship mixed up with it.” There 
was a barb in his story, which he 
told with mimicry of a professional 
raconteur, about the “political view- 
ers-with-alarm” who “enjoy bad 
health.” 

“Sometimes when I listen to 
people like that I understand old 
Uncle Jed,” said the President. 

“Uncle Jed,’ said Ezra, one day, 
‘ben’t you gittin’ a leetle hard of. 
hearin?’ ‘Yes,’ said Uncle Jed, ‘I’m 
afeared I’m gittin’ a mite deef.’ 

“Whereupon Ezra made Uncle 
Jed go to Boston to an ear doctor. 

“Uncle Jed returned. Ezra asked 
what happened. ‘Well,’ said Uncle 
Jed, ‘that doctor asked me if I had 
been drinkin’ any. I said “Yes, a 
mite.” 

“*Then that doctor said, “Well, 
Jed, I might just as well tell you 
now if you don’t want to lose your 
hearin’ you've got to give up drink- 
in.” 

“*Well, I thought it all over; and 
then I said, “Doc, I like what I’ve 
been drinkin’ so much better than 
what I've been hearin’ that I reckon 
I'll just keep on gittin’ deef!”’” 

Departing from his prepared text, 
the President slyly observed that he 
thought his listeners would know 
how to apply his stories. 

Cites Conditions Abroad. 

In serious vein, the President 
said that the American people rec- 
ognize two facts today: 

“The first is that the world out- 
side our hemisphere is in really 
bad shape. This is a matter not 
for pessimfsm or optimism; it a 
matter for realism. It is a fact— 
a fact so big that few people have 
grasped its meaning—a fact so big 
in its effect on the future of the 
world that all our little partisan 
squabbles are drab in the light of 
it. 

“The second is that we have 
made great gains at home in our 
own economic prosperity and in 
the security of our individual citi- 
zens. These gains must not be 
chipped away; they must be only a 
foundation on which to build great- 
er gains.” 

Uses Favorite Analogy. 

Using his favorite forest-and-tree 
analogy, Roosevelt said that party 
people in the county courthouses or 
city halls, or state capitals or the 
District of Columbia were usually 
so close to the picture of party or 
factional warfare that they were 
apt to acquire a false perspective of 
what the “motives” and purposes of 
both parties and their leaders 
should be for the common good to- 
day. 

“They forget,” he said, “that poli- 
tics is only an instrument through 
which to achieve government. They 
forget that back of the jockeying 
for party position — back of the 
party generals—hundreds of thou- 
sands of men and women—officers 
and privates, foremen and work- 
men—have to get a job done, have 
to put in day after day of honest, 
sincere work in carrying out the 
multitudinous functions that the 


assign to administrators in modern 
democracy.” 

The President reviewed the ac- 
complishments of the greatest Dem- 
ocratic and Republican leaders, in- 
cluding such figures as Alexander 
Hamilton, Thomas Jefferson, An- 
drew Jackson and Abraham Lin- 
coln, and pointed out that history 
had disregarded the political labels 
they wore and remembered only 
that they did the big job that their 
times demanded be done. 

“Of all of these great American 
figures,” he continued, “I like to 
think—and I know I am right— 
that their purposes, their objec- 
tives, their motives, placed the good 
of the nation always ahead of the 
good of the party; that while they 
used the mechanics of party or- 
ganization in many ways, they 
dropped mere partisanship when 
they considered it against the na- 
tional interest.”

“In 
one month 234 civilians have been 
killed, 269 seriously injured and 210 
slightly wounded. 

Asserting Russia “daily sends her 
aircraft behind the front to destroy 
our homes and kill peaceful civil- 
ians,” Kallio said Finland would be 
“amply justified” in making a new 
appeal to the League of Nations. 
“For more than a month we have 
fought an enemy 50 times our size,” 
he said and declared he hoped “to 
draw attention to the inhuman 
treatment by the Soviet Union of 
our civilian population behind the 
front.” 


6000 Reds Reported Killed 
Week's Fighting. 
COPENHAGEN, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
Reports from many Finnish quar- 
ters today agreed that in a week's 
action around Suomussalmi about 
6000 Russians were killed and more 
than 1000 captured. 
Between 10,000 and 15,000 Red 
army soldiers were reported to be 
making a hazardous retreat. 
Remnants of the Russian 163rd 
division, which the Finns reported 
cut to pieces late in December, as 
well as the Forty-fourth were re- 
ported being mopped up. 
The Finish victory over the 
Forty-fourth division was at- 
tributed in Helsinki to Field Mar- 
shal von Mannerheim’s instructions 
to “hit the Russians in the 
stomach.” As a result, the Finns 
were said to have concentrated 
their attention on disorganizing 
Russian supply lines and destroy- 
ing field kitchens. Even = the 
hardiest Russians found their 
morale slipping as they were forced 
to fight day after day without 
warm food, these reports said. 


Red Paper Charges “Imperialist” 
Powers Fortified Finland. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 9 (AP).—Godak, 
newspaper of the Soviet railways, 
apparently referring to Britain, 
the United States and France, de- 
clared today that “the governments 
of the three imperialist countries 
have devoted themselves to the 
erection of fortifications against 
the U. 8S. 8S. R.” in Finland in: re 
cent years. 

“Death dealers such as Arm- 
strong (British), du Pont (Ameri- 
can) and others have organized 
munitions factories much in excess 
of Finland's needs,” the paper said. 
“In recent years they have erect- 
ed more than 40 airdromes which 
are expectéd to serve as military 
bases but not for Finnish planes.” 
Red Star, organ of the army, 
carried the first report published 
here of the sale to Finland of 44 
American-made planes which had 
been intended for the United States 
navy. It did not comment. 

(At Wilmington, Del, E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours & Co. said it had 
“no munitions plants in Finland or 
anywhere else in Europe.”)

PUBLIC DEBT PAST 42 BILLION, 
WITHIN 3 BILLION OF LIMIT 


Up $1,562,000,000 Since Last July 1; 
$44,938,000,000 in ’41 Is 
Budget Estimate. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP).— 
The Treasury disclosed today that 
the public debt passed 42 billion 
dollars on Jan. 6, coming within 
three billion dollars of the statu- 

tory limit. 

President Roosevelt advised Con- 
gress last week that further debt 
increases would be necessary be- 
cause of deficits next year, but 
said then that if Congress voted 
$460,000,000 of additional taxes to 
pay for emergency national defense 
costs, the debt would not reach 45 
billion dollars in the next fiscal 
year. With the new taxes, he said, 
the estimated debt on June 30, 
1941 would be $44,938,577,622. 

Since the current fiseal year be- 
gan on July 1, the debt has in- 
creased $1,562,048,037, because of 
borrowing to finance most of the 
$2,115,711,637 deficit incurred in the 
same period. 


M’NUTT ORDERS INQUIRY 


OF OHIO JOBLESS BUREAU: 


Maladministration Charges Made by 
CIO Chief Involve Payments of 
Unemployment Benefits. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 (AP). — 
Paul V. McNutt, Federal Security 
Administrator, directed the Social 
Security Board today to investigate 
charges of maladministration of the 
Ohio Bureau of Unemployment 
Compensation. 

McNutt acted after John Owens, 
president of the Ohio CIO, present- 
ed the charges to the administrator. 

“It goes without saying that the 
charges will be investigated,” said 
McNutt. “I have sent the charges 
to the Social Security Board with 
instructions to investigate them.” 
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“TI salute the army.”’ 

All the deputies rose to their 
feet and cheered—except the for- 
mer Communists. To Rightest 
cries of “stand up,” two former 
Communists rose but the others re- 
mained seated. The fight then be- 
gan, ending when the ushers ex- 
pelled the participants.

“Pierre Damecour, 93-year-old 
dean of the upper house, opened 
the Senate’s session with a speech 
along similar lines. 

Premier Daladier Absent. 

Premier Daladier did not attend 
because of a fractured foot. Dala- 
dier’s injury also caused the post- 
ponement of a Cabinet meeting. 
The injury was announced yester- 
day, but it was not disclosed how 
it happened. 

Parliament was summoned to 
consider Daladier’s conduct of the 
war. The French press saw a pos- 
sibility the Commissariat of Infor- 
mation might be raised to a full 
ministry in Cabinet changes. 

Debate is scheduled to start 
Thursday with Socialists proposing 
a secret session for a discussion of 
military affairs. 

French military sources said to- 
day German patrols attacked 
French advance posts west of the 
Vosges Mountains and the Saar 
River during the night with ma- 
chine guns and hand grenades, but 
were “easily repulsed.” 

The Allied communique said: 

“During the night, enemy patrols 
were repulsed at various points.” 

Gen. Lord Gort, commander of 
the British forces in France, and 
Gen. Sir Edmund Ironside, chief 
of the imperial general staff, were 
decorated at the front yesterday 
with the Grand Cross of the Legion 
of Honor by French Generalissimo 
Maurice Gustave Gamelin, supreme 
commander of the Allied armies.

Egan Has No Plans, He Says. 

At washington today, Egan told 
the Post-Dispatch that he had no 
plans for the future, 

Egan, seen at the Carlton Hotel 
with Boehm, would not discuss the 
reasons for his visit to Washington. 
Official sat the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission said they had 
not seen either Egan or Boehm. 

“All I know is that I’m going to 
take a long vacation,” Egan said. 

There have been reports. that 
when he finally severed his con- 
nections with Union Electric, a sub- 
sidiary of the North American Co., 
holding organization, he would dis- 
cuss events leading up to the SEC 
investigation and his break with 
the utility he headed for so many 
years. Egan denied there was any 
basis for such rumors. 

“This is all in a lifetime,” he said, 
declining to discuss even his im- 
mediate plans. 

Egan, informed of Spoehrer’s 
resignation, expressed surprise but 
would not comment. 

Union Electric and its holding 
eompany, North American Co.,

Laun was indicted last November 
by the Federal grand jury on 
charges of perjury in connection 
with testimony he gave before ex- 
aminers for the SEC. Another em- 
ploye, Fred J. Martin, sales engi- 
neer and propagandist, who was in- 
dicted on perjury charges at the 
same time, pleaded guilty last week 
and was sentenced by United States 
District Judge George H. Moore to 
serve six months in jail and pay a 
fine of $501. Laun’s case has not 
yet come to trial. Martin has been 
in the city jail pending action on 
his application for probation. 

Laun’s Status Unchanged. 

Laun, accompanied by his attor- 
ney, William O. Reeder, conferred 
with McClellan this afternoon.

“There is another country to 
whom our sympathy goes out to- 
day—Turkey, a new Turkey, which 
is not at war but which in a féw 
days through floods and _  earth- 
quakes has suffered more casual- 
ties than the belligerents have suf- 
fered in the war.” 

Tribute to French Courage. 

He spoke of the French “readi- 
ness to accept any hardship” in the 
face of national danger. 

“I am confident that we in this 
country will not lag behind the 
French in our resolution and our in- 
evitable hardships of war.” 

Again he was interrupted by loud 
cheers. 

Switching his topic then to “the 
home front,” Chamberlain spoke of 
the conscription of British citizens 
and declared that “the total num- 
ber of men registered since the in- 
troduction of compulsory service 
amounts to between two and a half 
and two and three quarters mil- 
lions.” Added to the regulars, he 
said, the number is “prodigious.” 

Then, speaking of aerial defense, 
he said England was ready to repel 
any invader from the air. He enum- 
erated the various branches of this 
service, spoke of the balloon de- 
fenses, anti-aircraft gufis, the 
blackouts.

Governor Lays Down Gage of Battle to

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Jan. 9.— 
Gov. Lioyd C. Stark laid down the 
gage of battle to Senator Bennett 
Champ Clark for control of the dele- 
gation to the Democratic national 
convention in a speech last night 
at the Stark Jackson day dinner, 
the second in Springfield commem- 
orating Jackson's defeat of the 
British at New Orleans. 

Without mentioning the name of 
Clark or referring directly to the 
demand of the Clark forces in the 
State that a delegation favorable to 
Clark for the presidential nomina- 
tion be chosen, the Governor de- 
liberately demanded a delegation 
definitely committed to support of 
the Roosevelt administration. 

The. Governor . diplomatically 
avoided direct criticism of Clark's 
opposition to Roosevelt policies in 
his praise of Roosevelt's record, but 
he made his point sufficiently clear 
that the audience was well aware 
that he was opposing a Clark dele- 
gation, and his remarks were greet- 
ed with extended applause. 

“If any man believes that these 
last seven years are not glorious 
years of accomplishment, or if any 
man believes that the Democratic 
national record needs apology,” the 
Governor said, “then he has no 
right to go as a delegate to the 
Democratic national convention. His 
party is the party of opposition, 
‘his party is the Republican party— 
and let him go to that convention. 

“I do not believe that there is a 
Democrat in the State of Missouri 
who feels that we can afford to 
‘send anti-administration delegates 
‘to the national convention but be- 
cause rumor has said there was, I 
have declared my position.” 

Candidate for Senate. 

Introducing his brief speech with 
the statement that he was a can- 
didate for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for United States Senator, the 
Governor said that he was inter- 
ested in Democratic success in the 
State and harmony within the 
Democratic party, thus indirectly 
referring to Clark’s. public state- 
ment last week in which he at- 
tempted ridicule in referring to 
the Governor’s candidacy, and in- 
ferentially charging Clark with an 
effort to disturb harmony within 
the party. 

“I see no logic in claiming to be 
a Democrat and at the same time 
offering comfort to the critics and 
opponents of the Democratic na- 
tional administration,” he said.

Agriculture Secretary Takes 
Stand in Kansas City 
Livestock Case. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 9 (AP). 
—Henry A. Wallace, Secretary of 
Agriculture, went to the witness 
stand in Federal Court today, like 
any other citizen, after the Court 
ruled he should testify in a hearing 
on disposition of $600,000 in im- 
pounded livestock commissions. 

With him came three steamer 
trunks full of records, part of the 
data in the long litigation. 

John B. Gage, attorney for Kan- 
sas City commission firms, intro- 
duced 42 documents concerning 
records in the case. 

Wendell Berge, attorney for the 
Department of Agriculture, object- 
ed to Wallace's appearing as a wit- 
ness. 

“I can speak for the court in a 
preliminary way,” Judge Merrill E. 
Otis replied. “There’s no reason 
why one citizen of the United States 
should not be a witness any more 
than any other.” 

Wallace was examined by Gage 
on details of various hearings held 
orders signed. The depart-

Finland’s Resistance to Russia Inspired Ru- 
mania and Holland to Defy Possible In- 


By T. R. YBARRA 

T was stated in this column a 
| tew days ago that Finnish brav- 

ery might prove to be contagious. 
It has.: That does not mean for a 
moment that valor has not always 
been plentiful in other small na- 
tions of Europe. But it needed an 
example of heroism to give it new 
life and vigor. By the splendid de- 
fense of its independence against 
Russia, Finland “has given that. ex- 
ample. — 

As a result, from Rumania, in 
Southeastern Europe, from Holland 
and Northwestern Europe, from the 
countries of the Scandinavian pen- 
insula and elsewhere on the Euro- 
pean continent, the voice of valor 
spoke last week. In unequivocal 
tones, it defied imminent totali- 
tarian aggression. For the mo- 
ment there was no sound of oth- 
er voices, often heard of late in 
those lands. Elements in little 
countries which have been advis- 
ing their fellow citizens to bend 
before the storm of violence, if it 
comes, kept silent. Compromisers, 
political tight-rope walkers, believ- 
ers in diplomatic finesse as the 
most efficacious preserver of na- 
tional freedom against foreign vio- 
lence, held their tongues. Cham- 
pions of defiance, of violent reac- 
tion against violent aggression, had 
the floor. And, for that, Finland 
was responsible. 


Rumanian King Defiant. 


King Carol of Rumania was the 
first to be heard. He spoke in Bes- 
sarabia, 
now under deadly menace from 
Russia—from the Bessarabian city 
of Kishinev, only 12 miles from the 
Russian frontier. In words bristling 
with defiance, he repeated the re- 
fusal of his Government to enter- 
tain the slightest thought of any 
rectification of Rumanian national 
frontiers in favor of Russia. He 
threw down the gauntlet to Dictator 
Stalin at an imposing review of 
Rumanian troops and warplanes, 
massed at Kishinev, apparently 
ready for any emergency that 
might be precipitated by action 
from across the border. 

Carol’s speech, coupled with vali- 
ant words that have issued ,in the 
iast few days, from official circles 
in Bucharest, his capital, is a strik- 
ing instance of what Finland's 
stand against the Russians has 
done to Burope’s lesser Powers.

Not long ago there was talk of the 
withdrawal of Rumanian soldiers 
without a fight from Bessarabia, in 
case Russia sent troops to invade 
it. There was a feeling that Ru- 
manian resistance, if any, would 
come on a line far to the westward 
—which would be tantamount to re- 
linquishing the disputed province 
to Russia. 

But. what the valiant Finns are 
achiéving’*far to the North has 
driven to cover all Rumanian coun- 
selors of surrender. It looks as if 
Stalin would have to fight in Ru- 
mania, as he has had to fight in 
Finland, if his troops invade Ru- 
manian territory. 


Warning Also to Hungary. 

And Carol’s warning was ad- 
dressed not to Stalin alone. It was 
meant also for the Hungarians, 
who have long lusted for the re- 
turn to Hungary of Transylvania, 
annexed to Rumania after the 
World War. 

Next the voice of valor spoke 
from Holland. That sturdy and 
courageous little nation has long 
felt in dire danger from her aggres- 
sive neighbor, Nazi Germany. Many 
times reports have been cabled 
across the ocean that a German 
invasion of Holland was imminent. 
Many times we have been told that 
the Hollanders were preparing for 
desperate defense. But never has 
the little kingdom of Queen Wilhel- 
mina spoken in such ringing ac- 
cents of valor as one day last week, 
when the heroism of Finland was 
flaming forth.in especially bright 
radiance from snowy trenches and 
icy battlefields. With typically 
Dutch sobriety and gfavity, the 
Government of The Netherlands de- 
clared: 

“For some time past tendentious 
reports have appeared in the for- 
eign press regarding Holland, indi- 
cating doubt in connection with the 
country’s determination to with- 
stand any foreign attacks. . .-. To 
clear up all mistakes, it is once 
again explained that any violator 
of Dutch territory will be met with 
the utmost power of our weapons.” 

Similar voicea came from other 
small nations. From the. brave 
Kingdoms of Scandinavia. From 
valiant Belgium. Together, they 
blended into a resolute chorus of 
defiance. And the conductor's baton 
which directed that chorus was

Coal Runs Short, Sick- 


Nazis Making Check- 
up on Morale.

HE coldest winter in a decade 
T has combined with the shortage 

of food and of coal for home 
heating to make this first winter 
of the war a time of unexpectedly 
sharp privation for the. German 
people. 

This morning the thermometer 
stood at zero Fahrenheit in Berlin 
—the coldest day so far. Unusual- 
ly cold weather has prevailed most 
of the time for the last three 
weeks. 

Old residents say that from the 
standpoint of cold alone, quite aside 
from the -war, this is the hardest 
winter since 1929—when they recall 
that the world cold began late in 
January and extende. into March. 


Sickness Increasing. 

Sickness is said to be increasing 
—principally among héuséwives 
who have caught cold standing in 
food queues outside stores — but 
statistics are unavailable. No epi- 
demic of serious diseases is known 


here, but conditions of insufficient 
nourishment and cold have an in- 
evitable effect. 

Here and in other cities, it is 
understood, ward and district head- 
quarters of the Nazi party have 
been instructed to prepare careful 
reports on the morale of the peo- 
ple, and these branch headquarters 
in. turn have instructed Nazi 
“block wardens” to report to them 
on the feeling of the residents in 
their blocks. Such reports fre- 
quently are made, but it is report- 
ed that this one is to be especially 
painstaking. 

What these wardens are finding 
in detail is impossible for foreign- 
ers to know—but all foreigners in 
Berlin have been hearing increased 
grumbling, and the strained, som- 
ber faces which characterize the 
streets are testimony of the inevit- 
able-effect of privation, uncertain- 
ty and wondering concerning the 
shape of things to come. 


Why Coal Is Scarce. 


The shortage of coal in the homes 
of Berlin and other German cities 
results from a diversity of causes. 
Germany has coal enough for it- 
self and for export. But difficul- 
ties of rail transportation, now 


coupled with the freezing of canals 
and waterways on which perhaps a 
third .of the coal for Berlin, for 
example, normally is transported, 
have greatly cut down the move- 
ment of fuel to the cities.. When! 
coal does arrive the shortage of 
motor transport—due to the neces- 
sity for extreme economy in the 
use of gasoline—and the shortage 
of wartime Jabor for such purposes 
tremendously reduce deliveries. 
Householders fetch the coal them- 
selves in so far as they can, but it 
has become common to heat only 
one room of the house or apart- 
ment. Repeatedly I hear of fami- 
lies which are either just out of 
coal: or just about to run out. 

Working people ordinarily store 
less coal in advance of winter than 
do more prosperous classes, so it is 
the working class which is worse 
off in this respect, as well as with 
regard to food. 
Railroad Difficulties. 

Rail transportation, overbur- 
dened by war needs, suffers from 
the fact that expenditures on 


equipment and right-of-way have 
not kept pace with the new bur- 
dens on railways in the years be- 
fore the war. In addition, how- 
ever, to old rolling stock and other 
equipment problems, railways suf- 
fer from Germany's shortage of 
lubricating oil which, it is under- 
stood, is causitig a wholly abnor-

Russia 
holds a great advantage in sheer manpower and 
equipment, which will begin to tell in the spring 
when Finland’s great ally, the snow, departs. Fin- 
nish front-line fighters, on duty almost six weeks 
with little or no relief, are reported strained and 
weary. But at this stage, it can safely be said that 
the “invincible” Red army has met its match where 
it counted on a walk-over. 
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PROTESTANTS AND THE VATICAN EMISSARY. 

It would have been strange indeed if the attack 
of the Rev. L. D. Newton, Atlanta Baptist clergy- 
man, had been allowed to stand as the judgment of 
Protestantism on President Roosevelt’s designation 
of Myron C. Taylor as a personal envoy for peace at 
the Vatican. Infinitely fairer and more representa- 
tive comments are those of Bishop Ivan Lee Holt of 
Dallas and the Rev. Christian F. Reisner of Broad- 
way Temple Methodist Church, New York City. 

Bishop Holt, formerly pastor of St. John’s Meth- 
odist Church in St. Louis, calls the President’s move 
“a great forward step toward securing a united front 
for peace in the world.” Dr. Reisner, noting that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s plan proposes concerted action by Jews, 
Protestants and Catholics, says that his proposal 
“is the most promising gesture since the war epi- 
demic started.” The great rank and file of Protest- 
ants unquestionably see this matter through the 
clear eyes of Bishop Holt and Dr. Reisner, not with 
the small vision of the Atlanta preacher. 
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LABOR AND THE TRADE AGREEMENTS. 

An end of Secretary Hull’s reciprocal trade policy 
and repudiation of the agreements already signed 
has been demanded by the Wage Warners’ Protective 
Conference, the AFL tariff group. 

Leaders of organised labor, including John L. 
Lewis, have spoken against these multilateral pacts 
before this, but hardly in the sweeping terms with 
which Matthew Woll,‘a vice-president of the Federa- 
tion, has sought to throw the weight of his organi- 
zation against the administration in this instance. 

Of course, it is obvious that some portion of the 
American working population is directly affected 
by these pacts. As an example, one can cite the 
effect of the Czech agreement on our shoe workers. 

However, as James M. Carey, president of the 
CIO’s Electrical Workers, has pointed out, it should 
not be forgotten that those so affected are only a 
handful among our workers. Their loss is more than 
offset by the reduction in living costs and the gen-

MR. CHAMBERLAIN’S STRANGE SECRECY. 

Was Leslie Hore-Belisha, Britain’s democratic and 
dynamic War Secretary, dismissed because of irrec- 
oncilable differences with his Generals over mili- 
tary strategy, or was he dropped because of pressure 
from high social and bureaucratic cliques? 

This is at the moment perhaps the biggest unan- 
swered question of the war, for the answer may 
shed much light on the direction of the changes 
which are likely to take place in the British Gov- 
ernment as a result of the stresses of a long war. 
That the British press realizes the importance of 
the episode is plainly indicated by the firm demand 
it is making upon Prime Minister Chamberlain for 
a candid explanation. 

The Sunday Pictorial attributes the ouster to “in- 
trigue by a small section of influential brass hats.” 
The News-Chronicle calls it “a whispering campaign, 
started by members of the high military caste,” 
Hore-Belisha had offended by his challenge to caste, 
says the Graphic. The Express points out that the 
Nazis hate the former War Secretary, while his 
successor, Oliver Stanley, is associated in the public 
mind with peacetime friendship for the Hitler regime. 

Mr. Chamberlain is apparently determined to dis- 
regard the storm of protest, but it is doubtful if he 
can withstand the demands which will be made upon, 
him by members of Parliament when they reconvene 
next week.

HE questions at issue in Europe dur- 
T ine the present phase of the world strug- 
gle are far from being defined. 

In spite of demands from the press, the 
public and the House of Commons, the Brit- 
ish Government finds it impossible to state 
its alms in the war beyond a vague declara- 
tion against “Hitlerism” and an aspiration 
toward the restitution of the states Hitler 
has destroyed. Anything more exact—any 
program involving concrete proposals for 
settlement—would be politically out of the 
question for a government containing so 
many different elements. 

King George VI says England has no ma- 
terial gain in mind in this war, that En- 
gland is fighting only for freedom. He 
omits to mention that England is simul- 
taneously denying freedom to the 350,000,000 
inhabitants of India. 

In France, the Daladier Government, ex- 
ercising powers which approach the dicta- 
torial, declares itself in the usual cloudy 
terms of peace and democracy, but at the 
same time enforces a repressive system of 
war legislation under which people are sen- 
tenced to 18 months in jail for discussing 
the possibility of peace. 

There is equal confusion and contradic- 
tion on the side of Germany. The National 
Socialist movement, which began. as a cru- 
sade against Bolshevism, finds itself 
strangely engaged in a war which ft can 
hope to win only with the aid of the Bol- 
sheviks, if then. 

Russia, the “bulwark of peace,” as its 
rulers have sanctimoniously declared for 
20 years, is engaged in a disgraceful at- 
tempt to conquer the industrious, peaceful, 
social democratic citizens of @ neighboring 
republic. 

*. . - 
In all this welter of contradiction, it is no 
longer possible to cern the nice, clean 
lines which used to separate the sheep from 
the goats, the Fascists from the anti- 


lice power, the freedom of speech and dis- 
cussion. These evoke the deepest response 
from people of British birth. And yet these 
same people are themselves more than a 
little skeptical, I think, about the value of 
the political institution of democracy, the 
virtues of government elected on the party 
system. | 

The rulers of England have long been 
chosen from an oligarchy, from a single 
class, and the rest of the population has 
grown steadily more aware of it. In many 
a constituency in England, the voters are 
asked to choose among a Conservative, a 
Liberal and a Labor candidate who are of 
exactly the same social class, have gone to 
the same schools and universities and dif- 
fer among themselves only upon the details 
of administration of a system which is not 
in the fullest sense democratic at all. 

That is the anomaly of British political 
life, which, conducted ostensibly in the 
greatest freedom under universal 
and with democratic ideals, results actually 
in government by a single class under a va- 
riety of political labels. The Labor party 
seemed for a period to escape from the olli- 
garchical rule, but later on—after its first 
taste of power in 1924—it ceased to repre- 
sent the working in any true sense, 
for its leaders were/amalgamated into the 
oligarchy and niany members of the old 
ruling class entered it for the sake of op- 
portunity. Such is the British political sys- 
tem. 
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Does that system possess enough vitality 
to engage in a life-and-death struggle with 
the anti-democratic threat to Europe? It 
remains to be seen, but I have doubts which

Planetarium Experiment Shows 
Egyptian System Began 
in 3251 B. ce 


. > 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan, 9 (AP). 
—A young University of Pittsburgh 
professor today reported a solu- 
tion to a mystery of Egyptian his- 
tory. : 

Dr. Jotham Johnson announced 
he had figured out the date of the 


beginning of the Egyptian solar 
calendar at June 18, 3251, B. C. He 
said this also set a probable date 
for the beginning of a written 
language in Egypt. 

For years scientists have tried 
with archeological research and 
astronomical calculations to fit 
together the pieces of this ancient 
puzzle. Some insisted the date was 
2773 B. C., and another group said 
it was 4229 B. C. 

Eight years ago Dr. Johnson 
went to work to prove both were 
wrong. Completing calculations, 
he turned his figures over to offi- 
cers of the Buhr Planetarium for 
a check. The stars were turned 
back 5000 years in a 20-hour ex- 
periment. 

Dr. Johnson was disappointed 
when he glanced at the stars as 
they were on the date he had fixed. 
He knew the Egyptian calendar 
began on a morning when Sirius 
the Dog Star appeared over the 
Eastern horizon just before the 
sun came up. He also knew that 
on that night, if his calculations 
were correct, there was a new 
moon. 

Suddenly he realized the plane- 
tarium calculated time according 
to the Gregorian calendar. He used 
the Julian system. Quickly the 
professor figured his time was a 
month off, and the sky above him 
was corrected. Then he saw Sirius 
just above the stin and a.- thin 
sliver of a new moon, faintly vis- 
ible in the Western sky.

The extension of 
time on the City Hospital work will 
enable the city and PWA to accept 
a bid based on a period of 450 days 
for completion of the work. This 
bid was $245,640 lower than the bid 
for completion in 150 days. The 
hospital project will cost $1,380,000,

AN you tell me why a friend

I presume his adviser thought 
your friend was suffering from 
night blindness. This is supposed 
to be due to a deficiency of vitamin 
A. -Vitamin A is contained in veg- 
etables which have a yellowish col- 
or—carrots, corn, squash, pumpkin, 
etc. The chemical substance in 
these colored vegetables turns into 
vitamin A after being absorbed in 
the human body. It is called “caro- 
tene.” 

For those who really suffer from 
night blindness, carotene sharpens 
the vision and enables a person 


~ to see better in the dark. At any 


rate, the juice of the carrot can 
certainly be advised for the mo- 
torist at night over the juice of the 
grape. 
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WHAT IS THE naturé and what 
are the uses of the new drug, hep- 
arin? 

Heparin is a natural anti-coagu- 
lant. It increases the coagulation 
time of the blood up to 15 or 20 
minutes and the exact time of co- 
agulation can be controlled by giv- 
ing proper amounts of the drug. 

Its principal use so far has been 
for patients before or shortly after 
operation, in order to prevent post- 
operative accidents due to coagu- 
lation of the blood in the blood 
vessels (thrombosis). 

In a selected series of cases re- 
quiring extensive and severe sur- 
gery, it was found that 2% per 
cent of the patients suffered from 
thrombosis without the use of hep- 
arin, while a control series, in 
which heparin was given, showed 
an incidence of only a little less 
than one-half of 1 per cent. 

It is also used in phlebitis, a con- 
dition in which a clot forms in the 
veins of the leg, and it has been 
found quite useful.

WHAT IS THE chemical reac- 
tion of the common sobriety test 
used by police to test motorists? 

The question states that “A 
friend of mine recently was taken 
to a police station and required to 
undergo a sobriety test before he 
was released. He said that he had 
to breathe into a glass tube con- 
nected with a bottle filled with a 
colored liquid. His breath bubbled 
through the liquid. He understood 
that if the liquid changed color it 
would be a positive test and would 
indicate that he was under the in- 
fluence of alcohol.” 

The test as described is a coloro- 
metric test to detect minute traces 
of alcohol. The colored fluid is po- 
tassium permanganate, and the test 
depends upon the principle of the 
reduction of alcohol by potassium 
permanganate in the presence of 
sulphuric acid. Alcohol would de- 
color the fluid. It is a relatively 
delicate test. Minute amounts of 
alcohol are present in the breath 


‘and are retained in the mouth when 


a person has been drinking. This 
trace appears in the breath.

The Fourth Estate 
‘“According to Ludwig Borne, 
when Martin Luther was translat- 
ing the Bible into German, .one day 
the devil appeared to interrupt him. 
Luther threw the inkwell at him. 


And ever since, they say, the devil”

.The Fourth Estate, figure of 
speech for the liberties and power 
of the press, enjoys the peculiar dis- 
tinction of being credited by one 
shining light to another, in whose 
well-recorded works no mention is 
made of the phrase, 

In 1837, Carlyle published The 
French Revolution, one of whose 
chapters is entitled The Fourth 
Estate. Also, it contains the state- 
ment: “A Fourth Estate, of Able 
Editors, springs up.” 

Three years later, in Heroes and 
Hero-Worship, Carlyle wrote: 

“Burke said there were Three 
Estates in Parliament; but, in the 
Reporterg’ Gallery yonder, there 
sits a Fourth Estate more impor- 
tant far than they.” 

Whether Carlyle was quoting or 
paraphrasing Burke is moot; at any 
rate, the metaphor Fourth Estate 
does not appear in any of the pub- 
lished versions of Burke's utter- 
ances. 


Assuming that Burke did not, say 
it first, credit for it would appear 
to be due to Macaulay, in whose 
work it is recorded earlier than in 
Carlyle’s. 

The Fourth Estate is an allusion 
to the fact that in contemporary 
England, the Church, the Nobility 
and the Commons were known as 
the Three Estatés of the Realm.
